The first three months of the present Chinese 
year have probably. witnessed more highway 
robberies in the southern part of China than 
during any part of the Inst 29 yenrs.. Not only 
have private: individuals been held up on the 
various highways, but houses and even whole 
villages have been attacked and plundared. Nor 
‘is this all; many an innocent man, woman or 
child has: been kidnapped and held for o 
ransam, On the hordera of the Yan Ping 
ABAD), San Ning (BE), and Hoi Ping 
BAP) Districts are a number’ of lofty 
mountains with ‘natrow defiles and ravines 
Here a bani of these highway bandits have 
encamped themselves and carried on their 
nelarious practices of seizing- innocent men, 
women and chitdren and then demanding a 
ruwsom for their release, In this way some 20 
(140 persons have been kidnapped and held 
Tin safe custody until the stipulated sum of 
money was forthcoming, . Most of the unfor- 
tunate’ victims who felt’ into these robbers!
